MOTOR ASSOCIATION WARNS 
DRIVERS OF CARBON 
MONOXIDE 


At this season of the year and lat 
er on, motorists are w'ged by the Al 
berta Motor Association t give at- 
tention to car driving precautions. 
Not only should the driver be carefu) 
to avoid accidents from skidding 01 
other causes but he also should be 
mindful cf the deadly carbon monoxide 
fumes that lurk in some cars, 

Each year, often beginning with 
the fall, several hundred people in 
Canada and the United States los: 
their lives from carbon monoxide in 
their cars. Alberta is on the list 
which shows the heavy toll all over 
this ccuntry annually. 

Deaths usually occur as the result 
of a car being operated within a 
garage with; closed doors, often unin- 
tentionaly. 

When a test was held recently it 
was found that approximately one- 
half of the vehicles contained vary- 
ing quantities cf carbon monoxide. 
This should be a warning to all, as 
the presence of any carbon monoxide 
in the car is clear proof that a defec- 
tive condition exists. 

The Alberta Motor Association 
urges that car conditions should be 
checked in order td eliminate such 
hazards as carbon monoxide, There 
should be a periodical examination of 
the entire exhaust system with im-, 
mediate replacement of leaky gaskets 
or connections, tugether with a simi- 
lar inspection of floor boards and 
bulkhead.

During that year, more than two mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of fish ‘was ex- 
ported and it is reported that ex: 
ports are cvntinually on the increase. 
With the co-operation of the Cana- 
dian public this week, fish will be 
the predominant victual on the menu, 
thus assisting one of Canada’s chief 
coast industries.

the Prairie Farm Rehabilitaticn Adc 
visory committee will supply suitabl- 
nursery stock free of charge to farm- 
ers and give some financial assistance 
for certain special projects, 

The policy of supplying farmers c'n 
the prairies with free trees from the 
Dominion Forestry stations at Indian 
Head and Sutherland, Sask., will bs 
continued as in the past for the estab- 
lishment of farm home shelter belts, 
and also where desired for field crop 
shelters or hedges, 


Operators of all illustration stations 
and district experimental sub-stations 
will be given special assistance in or- 
der to develop shelters (which it is 
hoped will provide model plantings in 
each district covered by these sta- 
tions, The trees will be provided free 
end. express prepaid. On reclamation 
areas the Prairie Farm Rehabilation 
Advisory Committee will bear all cc'sts 
of planting and maintenance where 
tree planting is considered necessary. 


In crder to secure reliable data on 
the value of tree belts and hedges in 
protecting cereal and forage crops 
wssistance will be given to groups of 
farmers who will voluntarily organize 
for the purpose of planting field crop 
shelter demenstration blocks. Such 
groups must agree to surround and 
subdivide their fields with shelter 
iedges and also follow such cultural 
:nethods as may be considered best 
for the particular district and soil 
type. These blocks should be as co'm- 
Jact as possible, shvuuld comprise 
rom nine to twelve adjoining farms 
ind be evenly distributed over thr oh 
three prairie provinces in those areas 
vhere soil drifting and draught are

The World In Danger 
As week succeeds week the possibilities of war between Italy and 
Ethiopia grow nearer to certitude and the situation becomes fraught with 


alarming menace, not merely to the two countries involved but to other 
countries and possibly the whole civilized world. 


With the Italian representatives rejecting, one after another, proposals 
which are being made almost daily by committees of the League of Nations 
and interested powers in the hope of averting an outbreak of hostilities, 
and Emperor Haile Sellassie refusing to accept any compromise which 
would result in the surrender of the independence of his kingdom, the situa- 
tion becomes more and more gloomy, and the gloom deepens with the active 
preparations which are being prosecuted by Mussolini and the belligerence 
with which he is whipping his countrymen into a warlike attitude. 


Statesmen of the leading nations of the world and international 
authorities appear to be in complete accord with the general consensus of 
world opinion that such a conflict would not be confined to Italy and 
Ethiopia, but that other nations would be dragged into the fray and that it 
is even likely to lead to a general conflagration which would result in misery 
and suffering to millions and loss of life and property on an even greater 
scale than the Great War of 1914-18, 


Indeed, there are authorities who see in the present situation a potential 
destruction of civilization itself. This view is supported by the Committee 
on International Law of the Canadian Bar Association, which in a report 
to the Canadian Bar Association convention in Winnipeg recently spoke of 
“the consequences to the world and Canada of an actual resort to arms’ as 
probably “catastrophic in the sense that it may include the destruction or 
profound modification of many of the institutions upon which civilization 
is based.” 


Again in the same report, the committee dealt with the conduct of Italy 
as indicating that government's unwillingness to accept decisions of the 
Council of the League of Nations, of which she is a member, in the follow- 
ing words: 

“If that attitude persists the world may be faced with a complete break- 
down of the system of public international order which was supposed to 
have been permanently established by the sacrifices of the years 1914 to 1918. 

“The question is whether or not the peoples of the world will permit 
this by failure to agree on united action or whether, by united action, they 
will, as they undoubtedly can, insist upon the observance of the public law 
upon which the continuance of our present civilization may depend.” 

The statement that the peoples of the world can avoid this catastrophe 
by united action refers to the powers which the member countries of the 
League vested in themselves when they approved Article 16 of the cove- 
nants, to which all members have subscribed, agreeing to impose financial 
and economic sanctions as a punitive measure against any member who 
breaks the covenants and commits an act of aggression against any other 
country. 

In view of the menace of the situation the importance of these powers 
become paramount. They are contained in the first and third paragraphs 
of Article 16 and read as follows: 


“1, Should any Member of the League resort to war in disregard 
of its covenants under Articles 12, 13 and 15, it shall, ipso facto, be 
deemed to have committed an act of war against all other members of 
the League, which hereby undertake immediately to subject it to the 
severance of all trade relations, the prohibition of all intercourse be- 
tween their nationals and nationals of the covenant-breaking State, and 
the prevention of all financial, commercial or personal intercourse be- 
tween the nationals of the covenant-breaking State and the nationals 
of any other State, whether a Member of the League or not.” 

“3. The Members of the League agree, further, that they will 
mutually support one another in the financial and economic measures 
which are taken under this Article, in order to minimise the loss and 
inconvenience resulting from the above measures, and that they will 
mutually support one another in resisting any special measures aimed 
at one of their number by the covenant-breaking State, and that they 
will take the necessary steps to afford passage through territory to the 


forces of any Members of the League which are co-operating to protect 
the covenants of the League.” 


It is not perhaps generally known that the onus of deciding whether 
an act of aggression or incident is to be construed as “‘as act of war” within 
the meaning of the covenants is left with each individual member to de- 
cide. A clause was drafted some years ago vesting the decision with the 
Council but this has never been ratified by the League. 

However, once a member has decided that some act or incident is an 
“act of war’ it has no alternative, under the covenants, but to proceed with 
. the measures outlined in Article 16, Otherwise, that country has itself 
, Violated the covenants. 

With the onus of interpretation of an ‘‘act of war” left upon each in- 
dividual member, the importance of the general public being fully posted 
on events as they transpire, can readily be understood, as in the final 
analysis, it is the people of each country involved who are in the position by 
their influence, to decide what part their country shall play in the efforts 
to avert a major catastrophe.

Huge Boulder Slide Completes Bird Survey 
500 Tons Of Rock Breaks Loose At 
Niagara Falls Northwest Territories Good Breeding 


Place States U.S. Biologist 


Completing a two-month survey of 
nesting places of migratory water- 
fowl in the Northwest Territories 
and northern Alberta, L. J. Goldman 
and C. E, Gillham of the United 
States biological survey, Washington, 
DC., arrived at Edmonton by aero- 
plane from Fort Resolution. 

Mr. Gillham, who lives at Albu- 
querque, N.M., expressed himself as 
very favorably impressed with the 
extent and possibilities of the north 
country as a breeding area for water- 
fowl, but explained he was unable to 
release the result of his survey until 
he had reported to his government, 

Nesting places of duck and geese 
on the various lakes as far north as 
Fort Resolution were surveyed. 


With an thundering roar, 500 tons 
of rock broke loose from the cliff on 
the American side below the lower 
bridge at Niagara Falls, at a point 
where 200 tons fell last April. 

Huge boulders and shale were pil- 

_ed high on the tracks of the Inter- 
‘national Railway gorge line, and 
traffic was suspended. The railway 
tracks were lifted from the roadbed 
_ and pushed to the brink of the gorge. 
One pole carrying power lines was 
moved by the avalanche of rock and 
sand. 

Officials stated it would take con- 
siderable time to clear the railway | 
track of the present fall, 


Caked Udder Cleared

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A Great Astronomer 


Dr. Anna Cannon Has Classified 
Over 400,000 Stars ; 

That astronomy is not so exact a 
science that the average man would 
not be interested were information 
readily available, is the opinion of 
Dr. Anne J. Cannon, of Harvard, who 
was in Toronto as a delegate to the 
American Astronomical Society’s 
convention. 

For 50 years Dr. Cannon has been 
gazing through telescopes and the 
mystery of the heavens has as great 
a thrill for her as ever. Dr. Cannon 
is the most famous woman astron- 
omer in the world, and she has shar- 
ed with Madame Curie of France and 
others equally famous the honor of 
receiving the Ellei Richards’ prize 
for outstanding work by women in 
research. 

She was the last recipient of the 
prize, which was founded to encourage 
women to study science. But because 
it was felt women no longer needed 
encouragement to enter, it was dis- 
continued. Dr. Cannon has continued 
it, however, for women in astronomy. 
It is called after her now and it 
goes to women astronomers. 

The prize was given Dr. Cannon 
for classification of stars according 
to their spectra. She has classified 
over 400,000. Harvard is now a mecca 
for astronomers all over the world 
who seek astronomical observations 
of spectra. 


An Intricate Problem 


Joining Of Steel Plates On Liner 
Queen Mary Requires Study 

Construction of the new Cunard 
White Star super liner Queen Mary 
has been Complicated by reason of 
the fact that no two of her steel 
plates are exactly the same, accord- 
ing to reports from the shipyard at 
Clydebank. Most of the plates are 
curved, and many of them are more 
than 36 feet long, 6 feet wide and 
more than an inch thick. Few are 
really flat. 

The joining of the plate so that 
each rivet hole pairs exactly with 
the corresponding hole is an intri- 
cate problem, and more than 10,000,- 
000 such pairs of holes must be made, 
Each plate must overlap at least six 
others adjoining it, creating a prob- 
lem of arrangement that has requir- 
ed the study of a large engineering 
staff. 

A large half-model of the ship has 
been laid out on a loft floor at the 
shipyard, furnishing an accurate pic- 
ture of the successive rows of plates 
and a laboratory for the study of 
the details of construction which are 
carried out on a larger scale on the 
ship itself—New York Times. 


Greatest Russian Scientist 


Has Done Much To Extend Study Of 
Nervous System 


Both Tsarist and Bolshevist Gov- 
ernments have delighted to honor .the 
great Russian scientist, Prof. Ivan 
Pavlov, says the News of the World. 
No one living has done more to ex- 
tend the study of the nervous sys- 
tem of men and animals, and par- 
ticularly knowledge of the connec- 
tion between brain and digestion. He 
was awarded the Nobel Prize for this 
work as long ago as 1904, Last 
year, when he was 85, the Soviet 
Government spent £10,000 on equip- 
ping a laboratory for him. It now 
pays the old man, who was the son 
of a poor village priest, £2,000 a year, 
and, according to H. G. Wells, he is 
the only man who dare answer Stalin 
back,

For British Fleet 

The following art’cle by Charles 
A. Selden, London correspondent, ap- 
peared in the New York Times: 

The days of Malta as a great Bri- 
tish asset are numbered. This island, 
which for generations, together with 
Gibraltar, was the key to British 
strategic strength, in the event of 
hostilities with Italy would be a fatal 
trap for British ships should they 
venture into its harbor. 

That harbor is big enough to ac- 
commodate a large fleet, but its en- 
trance is so narrow that’ vessels 
berthed there could be picked off by 
Italian planes. There could be no 
adequate defense. A British fleet in 
that harbor is within easy flying dis- 
tance from both Sicily and Libya 
and would be at the mercy of Italian 
bombers. 

According to present plans, British 
control of the Mediterranean will not 
be from the middle of that sea as in 
the past, with Malta as the key posi- 
tion, but from the western and east- 
ern ends, and it will be a control en- 
forced jointly by the fleet and air 
forces, both of which will have to be 
enormously increased. 

Gibraltar will continue to function’ 
as it-has since Britain acquired- it 
from Spain. Malta, if and when it 
becomes expedient, will be allowed 
to become an island of comparatively 
small importance and the British will 
concentrate both her air and naval 
strength further east.

13, another Friday. 

Next year will also bring two re- 
appearances—March 13 and Nov. 13. 
After that timid folks may pack up 
their troubles in ‘this connection for 
another nine months, till Friday, 
Aug. 13, 1937.

‘Was Once A An Ioland 


Lake Erie Sold La Land 300 Million 
Years Ago 

Lake Brie, now one of the world’s 
largest bodies of fresh water, was 
Solid land, and part of an island sur- 
rounded by salt water, 300 million 
years ago. 

This picture is given im a report 
to the Smithsonian Institution by A. 
S. Warthin of Vassar College and G. 
A. Cooper of the staff of the U.S. 
National Museum. 

This ancient sea covered most of 
New York, Ontario, Michigan and 
the surrounding country, but had a 
geat island, or possibly an area’ of 
very shallow water, in the territory 
covered by most of Lake Erie, Ohio, 
Indiana and Southern Michigan. 

So shallow was the sea in wide 
stretches that its bottom was liter- 
ally alive. Instead of having rela- 
tively restricted coral reefs in narrow 
zones, it had innumerable low mounds 
of coral spread over a considerable 
area. Elsewhere, as in the neigh- 
borhood of the present Alpena, Mich., 
they rose into the form of small, con- 
ical hills. On the margins of the coral 
formations crinoids, often called “sea 
lilies”, were abundant. These stalked 
relatives of the starfish have left 
greater deposits of fossils here than 
can probably be found in rocks of 
the same geologic age anywhere else 
in the world.

“Various cyanides are invariably 
found in the pits of these fruits and 
the tendency is for the hydrochloric 
acid of the stomach to release the 
hydrocyanic acid, the most deadly 
and instantaneous poison known to 
science,” the chemist explained.

A Rare Instrument 


Mathematical Rod Invented In The 
Year 1617 

One sees queer things in the ad- 
vertisement columns of the London 
Newspapers as being for sale. Some 
of these are simple, some are mysti- 
fying. In the later category most 
people placed an item which appear- 
ed the other day. The adverticer an- 
nounced that he wanted to sell a set 
of “Napier’s Bones.” 

No doubt to the mind's eye of the 
majority of folk who read it there 
appeared a vision of a wired skeleton 
such as anatomical museums and 
medical textbooks show. Or the re- 
mains of some famous Napier or 
other which had been preserved 
something like thore of Jeremy Ben- 
| tham, now in a great London hos- 
pital. But only the mathematicians 
(and not all of them) might be ex- 
pected to know anything of Napier 
and his bones. 

The bones are a set of small rods 
inscribed with figures. By means of 
these things multiplication, division 
and all sorts of mathematical gym- 
nastics may be performed by the ini- 
tiate. The method of using them was 
invented, and explained in a treatise, 
by John Napier, of Edinburgh, in the 
year 1617, and they came to be 
known as “Napier’s Bones.” 

Very few sets are known to be in 
existence.—Vancouver Province. 


International Tourist Bureau 


Plan To Link Up Two Provinces And 
Two States 

A proposal to link sections of two 
provinces and two states into an 
organization publicizing tourist at- 
tractions of the areas was made by 
G. F. C. Pousette, head of the Winni- 
peg Tourist and Convention Bureau. 

Following Pousette’s suggestions 
before a meeting of civic envoys at 
Detroit Lakes, Minn., a committee 
was appointed to investigate the plan 
that would organize northwestern 
Ontario, Manitoba, eastern North 
Dakota and northern Minnesota. 

The territory would be designated 
as the “circle tour” and would ex- 
tend from Winnipeg to Kenora, Ont., 
to Fort Frances, Ont., through north- 
eastern Minnesota to Detroit Lakes, 
Alexandria, the Twin Cities, Fargo, 
N.D., and then north to Grand Forks, 
Crookston, and back to Winnipeg.
